In the meantime we are re 
lying on the bulletin and e have preily 
lively celebrations around it when wai 
news comes in. We watch the St. Louk 
papers, and every item about the war is 
translated into Japanese and placed on the 
bulletin,

INCREASED TAXATION. 


CHARLES BB. GERHART of F. H. and C. 


B. Gerhart: 

Houses and flats on which the rent has 
recently been raised in many cases which 
I know of are now no higher than they 


were 10 years ago. 

There was a steady decline from that 
time, and a few years ago so many houses 
and flats were built that they could b« 
rented very cheaply. Now there is a heav) 
deniand for al) kinds of houses and flats, 
and the rents raised, I think, 
very naturally 
I have incre aaed the rent on some houses 
end fiats 1 owa, that is to say, from $2. 
to $30 and from $35 to $40 a month, for in- 
stance. Some flats I raised from $15 to $20 
a month. 

These increases are not 
count of the World's Fair, but because it 
geems just that thev should he made. 

The rate of taxation on real estate has 
been increased within the past year from 
6195 t) .0215, and not only that, but the as- 
sessed valuation of some property in the 
vicinity of Forest Park has been extrava- 
gantly increased. 

Last year, for instance, I was assessed 
on one piece of West End property at a 
valuation of $16 per foot for the inside lots 
and $20 per foot for the corner lots. 

This year that was raised to $®# per 
font for the inside and $6 for the corner 
lotsa. 

The increased price of coal also makes 
property more costly to owners who fur- 
nish heat. Coal prices increased from $1.40 
to $2.40 a ton. Many other th’ngs used in 
building and maintaining houses have also 
increased in price. ; 

It costs twice as much’ to paper a room 
now ae it did two years ago. 

To owners of large amounts of property 
these items form a heavy ageregate. 

Thev are not the men who are trying 
to wouege the public or their tenants. 

There may be cases where owners of 
email pieces of property are trying to get 
all they can out of their houses and flats 
while the opportunity is here. 


OVERCROWDING OF CITY. 


HENRY R. WEISELS of the Weisels- 


Gerhart Realty Co.: 

The reason rents are going up is because 
the city ie practically full. There is little 
new building going on. Builders prefer to 
wait until the Fair is well under way, 
when labor and materials will be cheaper. 
When this new bullding is we!l under way, 
rents will decrease, although probably not 
to what they recently were. 

With the constant influx of visitors, the 
demand for houses and flats increases and 
offers keep going higher. With high prices 
offered on all sides, it is not surprising that 
high prices are demanded in some cases. 


INCREASED POPULATION. 


ADAM BOEPRCK of A. Boeck & Co.: 

Lack of building and increasing popula- 
tion are the reason for increase in renta! 
rates. So many are looking for houses 
and there are so few houses that they 
must necessarily take what they can get 
and at the price demanded. The increase 
is general throughout the city. I should 
gay that 50 far the rate of increase has 
been from 2 to @@ per cent. The rents 
will stay up after the _ Fair, too. 


SCARCITY OF HOUSES. 


ALFRED IL. AIFPLE ef Aiple & Hemmel- 


mann: 

The scarcity of the number of dwellings 
at the disposal of real estate agents is 
responsible for the increase in rent. The 
demand is increasing at a .tremendous fate, 
and it will be greater after the Fair.

Everybody is trying to make money. 
This subject has been much discussed at 
the Real Estate Exchange, and the agents 


agree that the increase in rentals has not 
benefitted the agents or the people of St. 
Louis. The money comes out of our own 
pockets 

It is those who come here and have 
plenty of money to spend who are not 
affected by the present situation. 

I do not look for~ea decrease from pres- 


ent rates after the Fair. 

“The price of labor and building ma- 
terial are also contributing factors. We 
must remember that no dwellings of any 
kind have been erected this year. The 
agents, I believe, would rather not see this 
increase, because it means that vacant 


property will remain idle. 
Where we sold sevefal lots a day, there 
is now no demand at all for unimproved 


real estate. 


MAKING UP FOR LOSS. 


THOMAS J. FARRELLY: 

St. Louis home owners are making up 
for the $100,000 a month they lost up to a 
fex; years ago, when their houses were 
unoccupied. We can’t build, so we have 
to use the houses mache built. Property 
holders are simply getting their money 
back. No one denies the increase, and no 
one who has observed the St. Louis 
estate rket can hope for a decline even 
after t Fair is over. I should say the 
incrende . is .probably 30 or 40 per _ cent. 
That is not much when it is considered 
that owners lost money on the property 
up to a year or two ago 

St. Louis will have an additional popu- 
lation of 100,009 at the end of this year. 
Tho+ is why rents are going to remain at 


present rates. 


TOO MANY MARRIAGES.

For every three couples married there 
must be an additional dwelling. The ree- 
ords show St. Louis has not carried out this 
rule, which is just as sure in its workings 
as the law of supply and demand. Under 
normal conditions we need about 7500 houses 
every year. We have not had _ them. 
Hence, the city is overcrowded. Not all 
property owners are raising their rents. I 
have several clients who, owning a large 
number of dwellings, refuse ty increase the 
rents because it would work a hardship 
on ttheir tenants. Then, again, there is a 
disposition on tr- art of landlords not

Weise and His Associates Appeal to 
Men to Vote to Accept 
Reduction. 


FIGHT NOW MEANS A DEFEAT} 


Declare Operators’ Offer Reasonable 
and That Not to Accept May 
Mean Loss of Everything. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., March i11.—The 
United Mine Workers’ Local Unions in In- 
diana, Ohio, western Pennsylvania, West 
Virginia and lowa, that are to participate 
in the referendum vote Tuesday on the 
proposition of accepting a reduction of 6.5 
per cent in wages or closing the soft coal 
mines on April 1, received their ballots 
today. 

With the ballots were sent out the circu- 
lar letter that the national convention on 
Monday authorized President Mitchell, 
Vice-President T. L. Lewis and Secretary 
Treasurer W. B. Wilson to-address the lo- 
cals, setting out their recommendations that 
the reduction be accepted, and stating the 
reasons for accepting. The letter says, in 
part: 

“No one who is familiar with the past 
history of the United Mine Workers of 
America will charge either of us with be- 
ing afraid to strike, if, in our judgment, 
a strike would accomplish beneficia] re- 
sults, but when it was proposed to risk all 
that your organization has*gained for the 
mine workers in the past seven years by 
means of conciliation, arbitration and 
strikes, on the issue of a single conflict, 
when the difference between us and “our 
employers is but 3 cents per ton on the 
run-of-the-mine basis and 5 cents per ton 
on lump coal basis, we believe it is time 
to stop and carefully consider the possi- 
ble consequences of such an important act. 

“Bince 15¥: our organization has been riu- 
ing on the crest of an industrial boom. it 
has rapidly increased in numbers and finan- 
cial strength, which, in connection with a 
conservative policy, has enabled it to in- 
crease Our wages in the competitive fiela 
an average of over 75 per cent. 

It has firmly established within the 
central coal field and adjacent districts a 
uniform eight-hour work day. It has se- 
cured the check-off system by which every 
person working in and around the mines is 
required to pay his pro rata share towards 
maintaining the organization which has se 


cured for him such improved conditions of 
employment. 


Apex of Industrial 
Activity Is Reached. 


“It is conceded on all sides that the apex 
of industrial activity has been reached and 
we are slowly moving towards an industria] 
depression. The operators came into the 


Joint convention asking for a reduction in 
wages of 15 percent. The proposition was 
opposed by us with all the information and 

I the skill at our command. 

“As an ultimatum from which they could 
not be moved, they offered us a reduction 
fee present scale prices of 5 and &-100 per 
cen 

“We know how hard it is to be compelled 
to accept a reduction in wages, but it is 
better to accept a slightly lower rate and 
(hold your organization intact, ready to 
take advantage of any improvements 
which the future of the trade may show, 
than to be forced to accept a greater re- 
duction at the end of a disastrous: strike 
that may leave our organization so weak- 
ened and demoralized that it would be un- 
able to cope with the vast combinations of 
capital row engaged in the coal trade. 

“If a strike is inaugurated I have no as- 
surance that we would be able to control 
the situation in West Virginia outside of 
the Kanawha field and a few operations on 
the Baltimore & Ohio road. Neither can 
the Irwin, Connellsville, nor Klondike fields 
in Pennsylvania be depended upon to cease 
work if a general suspension is declared. 
On the contrary, the indications are that 
they will continue at work, and while such 
action on their part might not materially 
injure us in the face of advancing prices, 
it would be a serious menace to our suc- 
cess when the market is on the decline.

Conditions Against 
Winning the Fight. 


“With large numbers of men in western 
Pennsylvania unfamiliar with the prin- 
ciples of trades unionism it could not be 
depended upon to remain solid during a 
long conflict under conditions of this kind. 


If our forces in that fieid are defeated and 
ower wages and worse conditions are 


for the miners in the other fields to main- 
tain even the rates that are now being of- 
fered, and, with a weakened organization, 
we would be confronted with the possibility 
that some of the operators may seek to 
widen the differential between pick and 
machine mining. 
: “The experiences of the past have shown 
us conc usively the folly of striking when 
the markets are going down. Al! we have 
to do is to remember the anthracite strike 
of 1576, the dissolution of the joint agree- 
ment of 1889. the coke strike of 1891 and the 
general suspension of 1894, in order to be 
convinced of the truth of this statement. 
“We are now upon the eve of a presi- 
dential election, and these years are pro- 
verbially dull because of the commerc lal 
disturbances whic they produce. A two- 
year contract would carry us beyond the 
period of election and unsettled industrial 
conditions that follow in its wake. In ad- 
dition to that, it would cause our contracts 
to expire at the same time as the anthra- 
cite award and place us then in a position 
to act with ater unity, if we so de- 
sired, than we Gould at any other time. 
“When we consider that the price offered 
to us in a two-year contract is the highest 
price we have had for many years, with 
the exception of the present one, we repeat 
that it would be the most serious mistake 
our organizaition has ever made to take 
the chances of losing oe scale we are of- 
fered, the eight-hour work day. the 7-cent 
differential between pick and machine min- 
ing already established in some states, the 
check-off system, the joint conference 
movement and the organizaition which has 
enabled us to secure these things and 
many other rights and privileges which we 
did -not formerly possess, in an attempt to 
maintain a
